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1. 20,000 Leagues UNDER THE SEA LARGE-SCALE NAUTILUS SUBMARINE AND SQUID. (Disney, 1954) This 11-foot Nautilus was built by 
master model-maker Scott Brodeen, whose extensive production credits include Star Trek, Deep Space Nine, Voyager, Enterprise, Waterworld, and 
Batman Forever. Brodeen has been a 20,000 Leagues Under the Sea “student” for over 48 years. Recently, he was selected by Disney to join the 
exclusive team of artisans tasked with restoring the original 11-foot submarine at Disney World. He has studied every nuance that went into 
building the original 11-foot submarine. With hands-on experience working on the 11-footer, Brodeen was subsequently commissioned by 
Master Replicas to build its 31 in. Nautilus. Drawing on his experience with the previous Nautilus projects, Brodeen was able to create this 
11-foot miniature in exacting detail, which is the most accurate Nautilus ever built. Over 1,000 man-hours went into building this submarine 
with no expense spared.

Today, over half'a century later, the magazine is still on newsstands all over the world and Hugh Hefner has become the pajama-clad 
symbol of American male success and leisure. The first issue of Playboy magazine was produced in Hefner’s Hyde Park kitchen, had a cover price of 
only 50¢, and sold out in a matter of weeks. Known circulation at that time was 53,991 (in 1971 the Nov. issue of Playboy sold over 7 million copies)! 
The first centerfold model was Marilyn Monroe, in her iconic pose photographed in 1949 for a pin-up calendar. The Playboy logo, a stylized profile 
of a rabbit wearing a tuxedo bow tie, was originally designed for the 2"! issue as an endnote, but was quickly adopted as the official magazine logo 
and has appeared ever since (often hidden within the cover image for readers to search out). Hefner has said he chose the rabbit for its “humorous 
sexual connotation,” and because the image was “frisky and playful.’ From the start, socially conservative and religious groups of the day railed against 
the magazine, deeming it “immoral”. But Playboy was firmly committed to featuring only the most tasteful celebration of the nude female form. As 
a result of this attention to artistry and quality, many mainstream celebrities were attracted to Playboy’s high profile, glamorous pictorials. Over the 
years, famous models have included, Jayne Mansfield, Nancy Sinatra, Stella Stevens, Farrah Fawcett, Kim Basinger, Goldie Hawn, Sharon Stone, Drew 
Barrymore, Charlize Theron and Pamela Anderson, to name a few. And a Playboy photo spread has been known to create its fair share of fame too. 
Stars like, Barbie Benton, Dorothy Stratton, Jenny McCarthy and Anna Nicole Smith have all been immortalized and had their careers propelled 
by their presence in Playboy magazine. But Playboy was more than just a pretty face. Hefner insisted on featuring only the best artists and writers 
available. Well-known photographers contributed to Playboy, including Ken Marcus, Richard Fegley, Arny Freytag, Russ Meyer, Pompeo Posar, Suze 
Randall, Herb Ritts, Stephen Wayda, Sam Wu, Mario Casilli, Annie Leibovitz, Helmut Newton, and Bunny Yeager. Some of the era’s great writers 
achieved acclaim being published in Playboy as well. Writers including; Saul Bellow, Sean O’Faolain, John Updike, James Dickey, John Cheever, Doris 
Lessing, Joyce Carol Oates, Vladimir Nabokov, Michael Crichton, John LeCarre, Irwin Shaw, Jean Shepherd, Arthur Koestler, Isaac Bashevis Singer, 
Bernard Malamud, John Irving, Anne Sexton, Nadine Gordimer, Kurt Vonnegut and J. P. Donleavy.

PEZ is the famous name of the whimsical Austrian brick candy and mechanical pocket dispenser that has delighted kids, candy lovers and toy col- 
lectors for generations. PEZ was invented in 1927 in Vienna by candy maker Eduard Haas III. Haas invented his peppermints using family owned 
baking powders. The name PEZ was derived from the letters at the beginning, middle and end of the German word “Pfefterminz” (peppermint), 
which was the very first PEZ flavor. Haas manufactured a small tin to hold the compressed candies, but later created the first pocket mint dispens- 
ers, known as “regulars,” similar in shape to a cigarette lighter, which dispensed an adult breath mint marketed as an alternative to smoking. The 
PEZ logo was designed in perspective to give the appearance that the letters are built out of PEZ candies. Originally introduced in Austria, PEZ 


was later exported to the U.S., and eventually worldwide. Despite the popularity of the PEZ dispenser, the company considers itself primarily a 


candy company, declaring that over 3 billion candy bricks are consumed each year in the U.S. alone. PEZ Dispensers have become part of popular 
culture in many countries due to the large number of dispenser designs, with dispenser heads ranging from superheroes to monsters to sports 
themes to Disney characters and beyond.

Der German immigrant Frederick “Fritz” William Rueckheim and his brother Louis concocted an early version of their popcorn, 
molasses, and peanut confection at the 1893 Chicago World’s Fair, they called it simply, “Candied Popcorn and Peanuts”. But in 1896 Fritz 
devised a way to keep the popcorn kernels separated by adding a small quantity of oil to each spinning vat.
